NO ASSISTANT ENGINEER FOR WERRIBEE 


—PLEAS BY EAST AND CENTRAL RIDINGS IGHTORED 


Moves to have an assistant Shire Engineer appointed were defeated at Wer- 


ribee Shire Council meeting last week. 








Cr. McNaughton opened up a discussion on the subject by moving the recom- 
mendation of the Staff Committee to appoint an assistant engineer be ‘acted Upon.” | seandummnemmmnmann | ier rn 


When, this motion was lost: it was attempted to have the matter re- 
ferred back to the Staff Committee for a further report, but this was lost 
on the casting vote of the Shire President (Cr. A. Davis). 


Voting for this latter motion, was at first taken 
‘by a show of hands, but on the insistence of Cr. 
Powell, Cr. Davis agreed to a division. 


At first there were more 
councillors for the motion 
than against, but before the 
count could be taken, last 
minute changes of mind 
‘caused some councillors to 
change sides, making it a 
sixall vote. 

It became necessary for 
Cr. Davis to cast the de- 
ciding vote. 

Whatever his views on the 
matter Cr, Davis voted against 
the motion as it is traditional 
for the President in casting a 
deciding vote to leave the 
existing position unchanged. 
TWO. RIDINGS URGED 

APPOINTMENT 
Councillors from East and 
Central Ridings had insisted 
the appointment was neces- 
sary and urgent and inferred 
an assistant engineer's salary 
wauid be met almost entirely 
from the finances of these 
two. ridings. 

East consider Laverton 
needs more attention from 
the Shire Engineer but realise 
it is impossible for Mr. Mc~ 
Cormack to do more than at 
present. Therefore, they let 
it be known East would be 
prepared to pay £1000 towards 
the annual salary of an assis- 
tant engineer, ' providing he 
spent a proportionate time on 
Bast Riding affairs. . 

Central will shortly be tak- 
ing over the sewerage works 
in the town and it will be 
necessary for them to ap- 
point an engineer. Central 
considers a full time engineer 


is not needed and urged. the | 


the appoihtment of an assis- 
tant, with a view to using 
him on part time sewerage 
works, Thus portion of his 
salary would come from 
sewerage finance. 

Opposed to the appointment 
was Cr. Baillie (South Rid- 
ing) who considers it is not 
the right time for this move 
and he stated he docs not 
want -to see the appointment 
of an assistant with higher 
qualifications than the Shire 
Engineeer, 

ADMIN. COSTS. HIGH 
IN WERRIBEE ~ 

Cr. Smith (Central) said 
Werribee is spending more 
money on administration than 
other Shires. He continued, 
an engineer is needed to‘take 
over the sewerage: works and 
it is not fair to ask Mr. Mc- 
Cormack to take on this work 
too. He said some council- 
lors consider a special en- 
gineer should be employed 
for sewerage alone. but he 
considers the council should 
work in with the Sewerage 
Authority -and share the ser- 
vices, of an enigneer qualified 
for this work. “Mr. Mc- 
Cormack is much overworked, 
it is necessary for him to 
have outside assistance, there- 
fore, it is time the Shire had 
two engineers,” said Cr. 
Smith. 


CONSULTING 
ENGINEERS ADD TO 
COSTS —- 

“How silly it is to ap- 

-point a full time sewerage 

engineer for a part time 


job,“, said Cr. “Hudson 
(Central). 

He agreed with Cr. Smith 
that an assistant engineer 


working part time on sewer- 
age and helping Mr. McCor- 
mack the rest of the time is 
what the council needs. He 
said money could be saved 
by a deputy engineer doing 
the work which it has been 
necessary to. employ outside 
engineers to supervise. The 
Supervising engineer for the 
swimming pool alone cost 
the council £1600. Drainage 
schemes heing prepared by 


outside engineers will cost 
council money, He asserted 
all jobs Weing let out ‘to 
other engineers could be 
handled by a deputy engineer. 
He stressed the fact that the 
council would save money. 

Cr. B. Comben (East) 
pointed out how Mr. Me- 
Cormack did not have the 
_time to spend at Laverton 
where there’ is a large 
“housing, Commission area, 
large factory area and ever 
present drainage problems. 
He most definitely. desired 
the appointment of an assis- 
tant.* 

Cr. Bellin (South) said he 
does not know where ‘the 
council is heading. Only seyen 
years ago Altona was still a 
Riding of Werribee with all 
the work it entailed. He 
asked, “In seven, years has 
the work of the engineer in- 
creased to more work than 
he then had? 

“Where will all these ex- 
tra staff be housed?” asked 
Cr, Earl (South) who stated 
he was against the motion. 


TOO MANY EXTRAS 


ABOVE ESTIMATES 

Since last” year’s estimates 
the council has appointed a 
deputy Shire Secretary at a 
salary of £2000 and now they 
are considering an assistant 
engineer with a salary of ap- 
proximately £2500 -with a 
possible rise of £400 pointed 
out Cr. Cowie (North). He 
said he would vote against 
the motion as he would rather 
see it postponed until the new 
estimates are prepared later 
this year, 

Cr. Comben interrupted to 
state Mr. McCormack had 
agreed he needed a deputy 
engineer, 

Cr. Powell (Central) said 
the engineer did not want 
a deputy, 


RATES COULD GO 


HIGHER 

Again Cr. Bellin said he 
could not-~see where they 
were going, He envisaged a 
rise in rates would be neces- 
sary. He urged councillors to 
stop and take stock. He said 
he woud oppose any increase 
in staff while the question of 
forming a Borough was still 
inthe air. There are no fac- 
ilities at the Shire Offices for 
a deputy engineer and the 
next thing it would be, neces- 
sary to make alterations 
costing £15,000 to £20,000 to 
the offices. He said rates are 
high enough now, on top of 
them are sewerage rates. He 
does not want council rates 
to go higher. 


Cr. McNaughton (West) 
asked if members of the 
staff committee which 
recommended the  ap- 
pointment would enligh- 
ten councillors on points 
raised during their dis- 
cussion. Silence met his 
request, - 

Cr. McNaughton went on 
to say he was sympathetic to 
rate payers, but if, to give 
them the facilities they de- 
Sire, it becomes necessary to 
borrow £100,000 then they 
must pay—that is why the 
rates are at the present level. 
The same appiies to sewerage 
Tates—if they want the sewer 
they must pay. 

He said the engineer 
spends £1000 daily and he 


feels Mr. McCormack is 
battling “to supervise the 
works involved: Cr. Mc- 


Naughton would also like to 
see somebody present in the 
engineer’s office at all times 
—he said this is impossible 
nowand it is very hard ta 
contact Mr, McCormack, 


Even if a Borough is 
formed Cr. McNaughton con- 
siders it would be better to 
employ another engineer 
prior to any break away. This 
would give him time to gain 
experience in the Shire. He 
said somebody must be. em- 
ployed for sewerage and ‘the 
Sewerage Authority is pre- 
pared to pay, East is- pre- 
pared to pay £1000- annually, 
therefore, very little expense. 
would be lef{t to be met by 
the other Ridings. He con- 
cluded, “Why not get a man 
now to learn the ropes?” .
